These  programs  call  for  a  min- 
imum of  sixty  semester  hours  of  graduate  work  beyond 
the  bachelor's  degree,  of  which  at  least  thirty  must  be 
taken  at  the  University  and  of  these  at  least  fifteen  must 
be  taken  in  the  School  of  Education.  Of  all  the  course 
work  leading  to  the  Certificate  at  least  eighteen  credits 
must  be  700-900  courses.
